1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's argument is not deemed to be persuasive, therefore the rejection stands. 

Specifically. (1) the affidavit under CFR 1 .131 filed 1 1/29/07is insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 25-41 and 44-55 based on 
102(e) as set forth in the last office action because the affidavit is untimely filed. Applicant is noted that Tovoshima was cited in 
the previous non-final office action and Applicant failed to provide a showing of good and sufficient reasons why the affidavit or 
evidence is necessary and was not earlier presented: and (2) with respect to Applicant's arguement that Cruickshank fails to 
teach the feature of "sending measurement packets with an adjustable distribution in time" because Cruickshank's teaching 
applies to data collection instead of data distribution: Applicant is reminded that in accordance with Applicant's specification at 
paragraph 47, the so called distribution is an act of sending measured data from a first device to a second device, which is 
functionally eouivalent to collecting, by the second device, the data measured at the first device.
